Ar. 1800 increase in the county'' 
ar.rual aoprepriation to the Adam 
County Free library’ wfis revealed a 
the February meeting of the likrar 
iy;ard Friday evening when L S 
Lor.", the treasurer, submitted his 
monthly repaid showing that the 
check for the county’s 195? appro­ 
priation already has been received 
Since the library was established 
more than six years a"n, the county 
has been contributing $3.f00 annual­ 
ly to its support. The 1952 check was 
for 14 300. C. A Cluck, library presi­ 
dent, called the appropriation "a 
very generous" response to an ap­ 
peal made to the county commis­ 
sioners by Mr Cluck and Mrs. Mary 
S. Wilton, county librarian, early in 
January. 
It was pointed out that the extr* 
money from the county will make 
possible a bocal in the state funds 
for the librarv. The state will pav 
. 
u* 75 percent af th e sum received 
by the library from the county so 
that the annual sum from the state 
this year may be 13.225. The usual 
amount from the state has been 
$2 500 in past years. 
Recent legislation changed the 
limit on state appropriations from 
12.500 to $4,000 to county libraries 
>» that Hie loOO increase from tile 
commissioners Is expected to bring 
;hc library a total of about $1,523 la 
new funds this year. 
January receipts at the library 
also included $500 as the first quar­ 
terly payment from the Gettysburg 
Community Chest.

Munsan, Korea, Feb. 9 </PV—-The 
U N. command today agreed to a 
high-level conference after ar* armi­ 
stice—but Insisted that discussions 
be limited to strictly Korean af­ 
fairs. 
The Allies also insisted that South 
Korea be given a voice in the peace 
talks The Communist proposal last 
Wednesday ignored President Syng- 
man Rhee’s government. 
Vice Adm C. Turner Joy made 
the Allied counter-proposal in a 10- 
minute plenary session. North Ko­ 
rean Gen. Nam ll asked time to 
study it 
The senior envoys will 
meet again at IO a rn. Sunday (8 p rn 
EST, Saturday) in an effort to 
hammer out agreement. 
The U N. command communique 
said modifications in the Allied pro­ 
posal "were only those essential to 
bring the or gin a1 proposal into con­ 
formity with U N command views 
or to provide additional clarity." 
There was no disagreement on 
the first two points of the Red pro­ 
posal. The Allies agreed that the 
post-armlstice talks should Include 
discussion of (I) withdrawal of for­ 
eign troops from Korea and (2) the 
peaceful settlement of the Korean 
question. 
The Joker was In point three. The 
Reds wanted the talks to include 
"other problems In Asia related to 
the Korean question." The Allies 
proposed that this be changed to 
read "other Korean questions re­ 
lated to peace." This apparently was 
designed to prevent the Reds bring­ 
ing up such topics as Indochina and 
Formosa.
